The ABSTRACT in the article entitled “Interaction of Carbon Monoxide and Cyanide on Cerebral Circulation and Metabolism” (Pitt, B.R.; 
Radford, E.P.; Gurtner, G.H.; Traystman, R.J.: Arch Environ Health, Vol 34, No 5, September/October 1979, line 4) should have read: 


“effects of cyanide and carbon monoxide—alone and in combination—”’ rather than “of cyanide and carbon monoxide—aione and in com- 
bination—.” 


In the article entitled “Air Pollution and Health in Three Urban Communities” by F. Aubry, G. W. Gibbs, and M. R. Becklake (Arch 
Environ Health, 34: 360-368, 1979) the last sentence in the ABSTRACT should read: “Given the limitations of this study, the 
results provide no evidence to suggest that current Canadian standards for sulfur dioxide are inadequate to protect human health as 
measured by the indices used in the study, for adults in the age range 45 to 64 years.” In addition, all authors including Dr. Beck- 
lake are located in Montreal, Quebec, not London, England. On p. 361, 14th last line of right-hand column should read: “and not to 
an item-by-item comparison of the various indication of abnormality.” On page 366, Table 6, bottom, should read +P > .10 instead 
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
